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CASH WHEAT TRANSACTIONS 


ORE wheat was ground in the mills of Min- 

neapolis last year than was received at any 

other city in the country, and some 2,000,000 

bushels was received in excess of what the 

mills consumed. All told, the receipts of wheat for 

that city amounted to 87,961,600 bushels for 1899; and, 

as a large percentage of the grain is sold and bought 

by sample in the exchange room of the Chamber of 

Commerce, the system of such transactions becomes 
important. 

Buying and selling of cash wheat begin each morn- 
ing promptly at the sound of the gong, which is at 
9:30 o’clock; and by 11 o’clock everything is usually 
disposed of. Before the opening hour the samples 
are brought in by the sampicre, in the little canvas 
sacks in which they were taken from the cars, and 
emptied into basins on the tables of the consignees; 
or by clerks of the commission men, having been 
transferred from sack to basin in the offices. 

The actual selling of wheat is the third step in the 
cash-wheat system; the first being inspection and the 








second sampling. Grain received into any railroad 
yard in Minneapolis yesterday, last night or even 
early this morning, is inspected, sampled, and the 
sample, with a little card bearing the grade and car 
number, placed on the table of the consignee in the 
exchange room by 9:30 o’clock this forenoon. 

Buyers for mills or elevators go from table to table 
examining the samples of grain of the grades they 
want, and make their bids, which are a little low the 
first time; but, when finally accepted, they note the 
transaction on their memorandum purchase cards; 
and the salesmen record it on sales cards. The 
buyer usually takes a sample of the grain from the 
basin, which is then placed in the middle of the table 
and marked ''sold.”’ 

So far this has been a simple transaction, as easy 
as the purchase of a package of ‘‘crackerjack’’ at the 
stand in the lobby just outside the door. Yet back of 
it is an element of shrewdness and an intuitive knowl- 
edge of wheat that make seller and buyer alike a 
success, or the lack of which makes them failures. 


IN MINNEAPOLIS = By E. S. Rollins. 


It is easy to sell wheat but it takes a man witha 
special gift in that direction to get for his customer 
all there is inthe grade, or more. The commission 
man holds his customers by satisfying them with the 
prices he secures for their grain. Take a car of wheat 
on which the state inspector has affixed his seal of 
approval as No.l northern. That is what the shipper 
bought it for, shipped it for and expects to receive 
pay for. On the day his wheat was sold, he will see 
by market quotations that that grade ranged, let us 
say, from 67\<c to 67%c; choice, 67%c to 68%c; fancy, 
68%c to 695%c. Now he would have to be satisfied if he 
received a check on a basis of 67%c to 67%c. But 
when he finds that his commission man detected an 
extra quality in his wheat and held out for a fancy 
price, and, moreover, sends him a check based on 69c, 
that man is delighted and will surely consign his 
next shipment to the same firm. Thus the commis- 
sion man holds his trade by his knowledge of grain; 
an intuitive knowledge that comes nobody knows

Cables (July 8)—Glasgow: Market is steady 
and fairly active; prices unchanged from 
last week.—Liverpool: Prices are lower and 
business small.—London: Market quiet; 
prices distinctly in favor of buyers. 

Minneapolis— The mills ran heavily 
throughout the week and the output was 
808,550 bbls.—This week nearly all the mills 
are shut down.—Flour trade was nearly 
dead on the decline, and the mills were run- 
ning on old orders.—Sales were few and 
small; domestic markets were little better 
than foreign. 

Chicago—The late advance helped the 
millers to the extent of cleaning up their 
old orders.—On the decline the local mar- 
ket took some flour though there was little 
selling elsewhere.—Export trade was at a 
standstill during the week.—Kansas flour 
was offered freely locally. 

Kansas City—The mills did a good busi- 
ness the early part of the week, but on the 
decline buyers withdrew from the market. 
—This applies to all markets.—New wheat 
received was of excellent quality, and mills 
will commence grinding it soon. 

Valley of the Ohio—Generally speaking, 
the mills of this territory ran lightly and 
sales of flour were limited to regular cus- 
tomers to supply immediate wants.—Mar- 
kets were unsettled.—Indianapolis mills 
made 6,227 bbis flour. 


Nashville—While there was some demand 
for flour, in a small way, the mills ran light- 
ly, as they could not get wheat except at a 
heavy premium. —The corn mills ran stead- 
ily, with a good demand for their output. 


St. Louis—Trade with the mills, domestic 
and export, was almost brought to a stand- 
still by the decline.—The mills ran ata re- 
duced rate and the output at St. Louis and 
East St. Louis was 17,700 bbls. 

Duluth-Superior—Trade was of a drag- 
ging nature, with foreigners out of the mar- 
ket.—One mill operated full time and the 
output was 9,250 bbls. 

Toledo—There was little doing at the 
mills in the week.—Prices obtainable for 
flour were decidedly out of line with the 
price basis of wheat. 

Detroit—Local and nearby trade took 
some flour at the higher prices, but the 
mills ran largely on old orders. 

Buffalo—The mills ran steadily on old or- 
ders.—An increased trade expected when 
markets become settled. 

Milwaukee—Demand for flour was light 
and the mills ran on decreased time.—Flour 
output, 29,900 bbls. 
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THE ‘'Blue Cross Line’ sounds very 
oetical to the inland miller, or at least 
t did sound so to him until he heard 

from his consignees across. the water. 
Since then, the seoy 4 of the name has 
eva orated, leaving behind mere prose 
of the most emphatic, not to say pro- 
fane, character. Unless he was attracted 
by the poetic suggestiveness of its title, 
we cannot understand why any miller 
should ship via the 't Blue Cross Line,” 
as it was of unknown reputation and 
there are any number of first-class, re- 
sponsible steamship lines engaged in 
trans-Atlantic trade to choose from. 
Readers of the Northwestern Miller re- 
member the famous ‘tRed Cow Line’”’ 
of tramp steamers, and the ‘''Blue 
Cross Line’ ought to have suggested 
this to them and thereby caused 
them to at least pause for investigation 
before contracting for delivery over this 
line. Certain of them, however, ignor- 
ing the oft repeated warnings not to 
ship via unknown steamship lines, have 
used this ‘Blue Cross Line” from Nor- 


folk; and as a result their customers are 


involved in litigation which is of doubt- 
ful issue and expensive character. It 
seems that the 'tBlue Cross Line’ had 


“no steamer of its own and therefore 


chartered a vessel to bring forward the 
flour contracted for with western mill- 
ers. Indue time the flour arrived in 
London and was dumped on the docks. 
The consignees, in accordance with cus- 
tom, were obliged to pay the entire 
amount of the freight on the number of 
bags called for in the bill of lading. 


On delivery of the flour carried over 
by this beautiful ‘‘Blue Cross Line” it 
was found to be short a number of sacks. 
Naturally the -consignees, who had 
bought and paid for a certain amount 
of acertain kind of flour and who had 
also paid freight for the full number of 
sacks called for by the bill of lading, 
demurred at receiving less. The owner 
of the steamer whith was hired for this 
occasion, finding in its hold a number 
of sacks of what seemed to be flour and 
which were not mentioned in the docu- 
ments, undertook to satisfy the demands 
of the consignees by tendering these 
stray sacks to make up the shortage. 
On examination some of these prof- 
fered substitutes were found to con- 
tain nothing but sweepings and oth- 
ers low grade flour—none of them of 
the brand or character described in the 
documents. The consignees declined to 
be satisfied with this tender; having 
bought flour they objected to receiving 
refuse and trash in lieu of it. The 
‘tBlue Cross Line’’ calmly disclaimed 
all responsibility for the shortage, ab- 
solutely declined to make it good and 
frankly informed the consignees that 
they could accept the substituted trash 
or take nothing, as they saw fit, claim- 
ing with unparalleled effrontery that 
since the steamer was merely a chartered 
boat, the responsibility of the ‘tBlue 
Cross Line’’ ceased as soon as the a 
was out of the ship. The owner of the 
vessel, for his part, dodged the issue by 
stating that he had no contract either 
with the shipper or the consignees, as 
his vessel was chartered by the ‘‘line,”’ 
and he was responsible to it only. Thus 
between the '' Blue Cross Line’’ on one 
hand and the owner of the vessel on the 
other, the responsibility for this gross 
breach of contract was juggled so that 
the consignees were quite helpless and 
were finally forced to have recourse to 
the law, a joint suit having been begun 
against the ‘‘line’’, by those who had 
been thus swindled. 


THE agent of the ''Blue Cross Line” 
at Norfolk contracted for the flour un- 
der specific brands and undertook ac- 
cording to his bill of lading to deliver 
to consignee the identical flour which 
he received, not a cheap and nasty sub- 
stitute picked up somewhere on the 
docks. This revival of the claim that 
‘ta bag of flour is a bag of flour irre- 
spective of brand or contents’ would 
not be made by a reputable line, but 
where a tramp is chartered for a voyage 
the responsibility for such a ridiculous 
and preposterous delivery is evaded 
and only by expensive and exasperat- 
ing litigation can it be placed; even 
then irresponsible and temporary lines 
can easily avoid a settlement. This is 
the second so-called ‘‘line’’ of steamers 
that has within the last fortnight or so 
attempted to insist on improper deliver 
of the same sort. Of course such at- 
tempts will be opposed by consignees, 
but itis needless to say that if every 
—— of flour must require an ap- 
peal to the law in order to insure its 

roper delivery, the trade in American 
hour will hardly thrive. All such com- 
plications can be avoided, if millers 
will be careful to ie only over reputa- 
ble and well-known lines. The case of 
the ''Blue Cross Line’’ illustrates the 
importance of knowing well the charac- 
ter of the steamship people who con- 
tract for flour. Only responsible and 
well-established lines operating their 
own steamers which are constantly go- 
ing and returniny in the trade should be 
dealt with. Itis idle and feolish to ex- 
pect proper treatment or decent service 
from fictitious lines which charter 
tramp boats for one or two sailings. 
Millers should not only ship via lines 
which they know to be thoroughly relia- 
ble and responsible but they should al- 
ways confirm their contracts with the 
ae my 9 companies so that the latter 
may be themselves committed. 


THERE are so many first-class, 
straightforward and thoroughly relia- 
ble steamship companies now engaged 
in the trans-Atlantic trade and offering 
every inducement and facility to mill- 
ers especially that there is not the 
slightest excuse for contracting for 
freight with doubtful or unknown lines 
which have not vessels of their own 
but rely on chartered tramps to deliver 
the property they contract to carry. 
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Such deliveries, even if full weight, 
are quite apt to be miserably handled. 
The miller should by this time know 
better than to jeopardize the interest of 
his buyer and hazard the good will of 
his trade by confiding his flour to the 
tender mercies of an imitation steam- 
ship line with a shifting and varying 
fleet of irresponsible tramps. The time 
for this sort of thing, if there ever was 
such, has passed years ago. Ocean trans- 
portation is: vastly simplified and 
thoroughly systematized. First-class 
lines in abundance are ready to carr 

flour at the lowest possible rate consist- 
ent with pow oe and conscien- 
tious delivery. Any cut in rates below 
this, if proffered by vague and un- 
known ‘‘lines” with plausible, ready- 
made names, simply means shiftless- 
ness and lack of responsibility. The 
flour thus shipped may Lacey | reach 
destination and be properly delivered, 
but the possibility is so remote that the 
miller who has his customer’s interest 
as well as his own at heart cannot afford 
to take the chances. Nine times out of 
ten, if any trouble comes, the shifty 
line will dodge responsibility and its 
tramp steamer will take advantage of a 
technicality to swindle the consignee. 
It does not pay to have af dealings 

whatetver with scalpers, freight-sharp- 
ers and skinners, and if a rate of freight 
low enough to make a sale cannot be: 
secured from a_ reputable and well- 
known line, itis better to lose the 
order than attempt to secure  trans- 


-portation through irresponsible people. 


THE ordinar consular report is 
rather dry reading even to those who 
are directly interested in the trade mat- 
ters usually covered by them, but the 
report of our consul at Chefoo, Mr. 
Fowler, on ‘'United States Trade in 
China,” issued June 2lst by the state 
—— ment, is an exception, being not 
only valuable but interesting. Consul 
Fowler gives the statistics of the im- 
— from the United States of various 
tems and compares them with those of 
previous years; among these flour 
shows an increase in 1899 over 1898 of 
more than $1,000,000. He shows that over 
$2,000,000 worth of American flour 
coming into China via Hongkong 
is credited to that colony as 
British trade, and states that China 
receives flour and oil valued at over 
$5,000,000 gold from Hongkong, which 
ey the statements repeatedly made 
y him that our China trade is underes- 
timated by at least one-third. Consul 
Fowler urges that American merchants 
ship direct to northern China, and says 
there is no reason why goods for that 
section should travel thousands of 
miles unnecessarily. He advises mer- 
chants to study the map of China, the 
United States Postal Guide and the 
sailing routes. With the aid of these 
they may, he says, know better than to 
ship or mail goods to Chefoo via Hong- 
kong. All the trans-Pacific lines stop 
at Kobé and nearly all of them at Nag- 
asaki on their way to and from Hong- 
kong or Shanghai. From the Japanese 
ports there are regular lines of fast 
steamers to Chefoo, Tientsin and Niuch- 
wang. 


ConsuL FOWLER says that until the 
last year or two everything shipped to 
Hongkong for northern China was put 
on board coasting vessels for Shanghai, 
where it was again trans-shipped for the 
port of destination. An exception is 
now made with flour as the trade in that 
commodity reached such proportions 
that it is shipped direct from Hongkong 
to Chefoo. Investigating the matter of 
freight rates in the hope of inducing di- 
rect trade, our consul found that if flour 
went from Kobé to Hongkong and thence 
to Chefoo it traveled, after leaving Kobé, 
2,874 miles, wheréas had the flour been 
trans-shipped at Kobé and sent direct to 
Chefoo it would travel but 1,100 miles 
thus effecting a saving in distance of 
over one-half. It seems strange that 
the Pacific coast millers who thus far 
have been left alone by the American 
milling trade to exploit the Chinese 
flour market, should be so dense as not 
to take advantage of the shorter route. 
If millers in the central west were en- 
gaged in this traffic, as they doubtless 
will be before many years, a short cut 
to the consumer such as this would not 
long be overlooked. Mr. Fowler says: 

A firm in California wrote to me last year 
to help it engage in trade. After considera- 
ble correspondence, a first-class house here 
cabled Feb. 22 for 50 tons of flour as per 
sample, to be shipped via Kobé. Nothing 
was heard until a week ago, when I learned 
that the managers had sent “something just 
as good if not better” and gave rates of 
freight, etc., via Hongkong at $9.50 gold per 
ton. The firm here had arranged for a 
freight rate to Kobé for $6 gold per ton. and 
not to exceed $2 gold per ton thence to 
Chefoo direct. Half of the order was also 
sent on freight steamer, leaving the Chefoo 
merchant to run the risk of losing his cus- 
tomers. At the same time, this firm sent 
fanother order to a different house in Cali- 
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fornia. Result: Flour sent as per order on 
mail steamer, finding that the Chefoo par- 
ties are right in asking for trans-shipment at 
Kobé as it is cheaper; through freight Cali- 
fornia to Chefoo via Kobé, $7.75 per ton; 
thus, at last initiating a direct trade. An- 
other order has gone forward for 15,000 bags, 
paw hope to report rapid progress in this 
rade. 


THE American consul is fast becoming 
the astute advance agent of American 
commerce and as such is proving his 
right to exist. There is a marked differ- 
ence between the consuls of a few years 
ago, whose duties consisted chiefly in 
showing the visiting American around 
the town and advising him as to his 
trifling purchases, and the consul of 
today, who is concerning himself with 
the extension of our commerce and 
giving his attention to freight rates 
and practical problems of vast interest 
to American exporters. The dead-and- 
alive consul dreaming away his time in 
a foreign city is becoming extinct and 
the consular reports, in consequence, 
are rapidly assuming the importance 
of practical handbooks for Ameri- 
can merchants and traders. Millers 
cannot afford to ignore the valuable 
hints given in many of these documents. 
In this matter of direct trade with north- 
ern China Consul Fowler shows that 
flour now sent via Hongkong pays 
from $1 to $3.50 gold more per ton than 
if sent to Chefoo via Kobs. As for the 
flour trade of Chefoo alone the figures 
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On April 14 I got a small pac e contain- 
ing two samples of corn via London; freight 
paid, 8s (78 cents). It required a customs 
permit to get it off the jetty; no letter of 
advice accompanied it, nor statement of 
prices. One sample weighed 1 pound 8 
ounces; the other, 2 pounds. Had this firm 
possessed a United States Postal Guide, it 
would have seen that these two packages 
could have been sent as samples to Chefoo, 
via the United States postal agency at 
Shanghai, for 1 cent per 2 ounces, or for 12 
and 16 cents, respectively, making a total of 
28 cents; and I would have got them (if sent 
on receipt of my cable) about Feb. 1, instead 
of having them arrive too late to be of use.” 


Suc bungling performances as those 
related in the foregoing will appear 
strange to millers of the central west 
accustomed as they are to doing a di- 
rect export business with many Euro- 
pean countries. If this class of millera 
succeeds in obtaining a start in the Chi- 
nese trade its development will not suf- 
fer from neglect to understand and fol- 
low the necessary rules of export trad- 
ing. In concluding his very valuable 
report, Consul Fowler gives practical 
hints to Americans who desire to do 
business in northern China. He ae 
that the commercial language of the 
country so far as foreign trade is con- 
cerned is English and that there are two 
distinct and widely different customers 
in the trade of China—the native and 
the foreigner. He says that Cornabé, 
Eckford & Co. of Cheefoo desire connec- 
tions with manufacturers of flour and

American flour imported into Chefoo in 
1899 had a value of over $260,000, and was 
twice as much os in the five previous years 
combined. For the first quarter of 1900, 
Chefoo received American flour of a 
value exceeding the entire imports for 
1894, 95, "96 and ’97. Our consul remarks:

SPEAKING of corn, Consui Fowler 


says: 

After urging our people for several years 
to enter this field, I succeeded in getting 
just two perties to write to me from the 
United States. One of the parties offered 
to deliver cornto Kobé for 49% cents per 
bushel. I figured that at that rate it would 
cost, delivered here, not more than 5 cents 
per bushel; corn then was selling for about 
65 cents gold per bushel. In December, I 
received a cable asking for quotations and, 
after careful investigation, wired back 55 
cents gold; this was understood to include 
all charges to the harbor. Two days later I 
got another wire, addressed “United States 
Consul Fowler, Chefoo.” (1 had written that 
my name and Chefoo were sufficient; the 
words * United States consul” were super- 
fluous, and cost the sender $10 gold.) 

As rates do not fluctuate here so rapidly 
as at home, I did not reply at once, and next 
day received another cable quoting sixty- 
five cents per bushel; this was toohigh. As 


the Chinese thought a poorer grade than 
No.1 yellow would do,I cabled, December 
21.for samples. In due coursel got a letter 
stating that our figures were too low, and if 
the market improved they would send a 
man out to investigate, nothing being said 
about the samples. There was nothing to 
investigate; my friends had done all that— 


they wanted to buy corn and were prepared 
t> pay cash for it.

that L. H. Smith & Co. of the same place 
are prepared*to enter into business rela- 
tions in all classes of imports. He ap- 
pends a list of firms engaged in the im- 
port trade. Altogether this report is ex- 
ceptionally valuable and, as a result of 
Mr. Fowler’s intelligent efforts, direct 
trade with Chefoo should speedily be 
established. 


ln his report on our foreign trade in 
agricultural products, Frank H. Hitch- 
cock, chief section of foreign markets, 
says of flour: 

The quantity of wheat flour sent to for- 
eign markets during 1899 was 18,485,690 bar- 
rels, or 3,135,747 barrels more than the ex- 
ports of 1898, which amounted to 15,350,913 
barrels. Notwithstanding a decline from 
$1.51 to $3.95 per barrel in the average an- 
nual export price, the total value of the 
shipments advanced from $69,263,718 in 1898 
to $73,093,870 in 1899, a gain of $3,830,152. 

Converted into its equivalent in grain, the 

flour exported in 1898 was equal to 60,074,744 
busbels of wheat, and that in 1899 to 83,185,- 
605 bushels. 
The exports of flour for ten years show 
a minimum of 11,344,000 barrels valued 
at $54,705,00u for 1891, and a maximum of 
18,485,000 barrels valued at $73,093,000 for 
1899. The highest price per barrel was 
about $4.95, in 1892; the lowest, $3.40, in 
1895; the —— Eo for the ten years 
was about $4.23. The average yearly ex- 
ports of flour for the ten years ending 
1899 were 15,054,100 barrels.

There was an increase in the flour out- 
= last week of about 20,000 bbls, it 
~y the first time in eight weeks that 
the figures have exceeded 300,000 bbls. 
The ey ge was 308,550 bbls, 
against 249,065 in 1899 and 165,850 in 1898. 
This week there will be a heavy de- 
crease in the production from most of 
the mills being shut duwn. Water is 
out of the principal canal to permit re- 
airs, and for four days at least, six- 
een of the mills will be idle. The five 
in operation may turn out 70,000 
bbls, and to this will be added 
in proportion as the other mills are 
operated Friday and Saturday. Flour 
was pretty much minus of life during 
last week, the decline in wheat produc- 
ing a most unfavorable effect on what 
buying there had been. Some millers 
declared that they had done the small- 
est amount of business on the crop. 
However, those of the trade having 
flour coming to them on old orders, 
furnished shipping directions at a live- 
ly rate and this furnished material 
upon which the mills were in the main 
working. Export trade was ofa light 
character. Importers made few bids, 
and those received were too low for ac- 
ceptance. About the only thing taken 
was a little clear. Prices continued 
quite unsettled, particularly on clears. 
Most millers were in doubt what quo- 
tations to make on these grades and the 
prices made usually varied consider- 
ably. Patent compared with last Tues- 
day was quoted 30c lower.

On 
fair-sized lots,there is lively competi- 
tion, and rates would no doubt be shaded 
were it of any avail in securing busi- 
ness.

About the same thing can be 
said of domestic shipments. eetings 
are frequently held by the railroad men 
to brace up rates, but no sooner is such 
action taken than the roads seemingly 
go back to old practices. 


THE MONEY MARKET. 


With about 4,500,000 bus of. wheat pass- 
ing from elevator companies to millers 
on July 1, there was considerable chang- 
ing around of money. The elevator 
men paid their paper and the millers 
put out good round sums, The paper 
placed was mostly secured by terminal 
elevator receipts, and was on all sorts 
of time—from call to long time. The 
most of it was absorbed by local banks, 
with about 4 per cent flat the rate paid. 
The tone of the local market is steady.

J. W. Heywood, Pillsbury-Washbuui 
Flour Mills Co., Minneapolis: ‘tThe de- 
mand for bulk rolled oats is better, 
with prices 40c per bbl above bottom val- 
ues current a month ago. Cured oats are 
dull. Wheat food is in improved de- 
mand.”’ 

Cereal millers are doing a highly sat- 
isfactory business. The demand for 
ground feed is quite heavy as a result 
of the effect of dry weather on pastures 
and the ha onan. Corn goods are also 
selling well. hile rye flour is not act- 
ive, trade is of a healthy character. At 
prevailing prices, feed is out of line for 
export to the extent of about $1.50 per ton.

Jameson & Hevener, large flour and 
feed handlers of St. Paul, on Friday 
afternoon suffered a damage of $15,000 
to their stock from fire, covered by insur- 
ance. Mr. Jameson is of the opinion 
that the fire was of incendiary origin 
it starting among a lot of cardboard 
packages. : 

The deposit of water in the vicinity of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul during June 
was only 2.4 inches, compared with an 
average for 35 years of 4.3inches. The 
temperature was also abnormally high. 
The water deposit for April, May and 
June was only about one-half the aver- 
age quantity. 

Judge Lochren of the United States 
district court has filed an order in the 
case of George William Ballou against 
the United States Flour Milling Co. 
The order directs that the creditors of 
the company must present and prove 
their claims to the receivers within 
thirty days or be excluded from the 
benefits of any dividends. 

James Doran & Co., brokers at St. 
Paul, closed their doors on the 29th. 
The failure was due to heavy speculat- 
ing in wheat, and the liabilities are es- 
timated at $3u0,0u00 to $400,000. This firm 
was in no way connected with the firm 
of M. Doran & Co., brokers, of the 
same city, which is the oldest broker- 
age business in the northwest. 

It has been suggested that the eleva- 
tor companies in the northwest could 
give their country agents something to 
do by having them sell feed. With 
much of the northwest short of hay, 
there will be an abnormal demand for 
feed in the country, and the idea is that 
elevator agents could be profitably em- 
ployed in distributing it. 

As aresult of the big business done 
on ’Change, particularly in futures, the 
price of memberships in the Chamber 
of Commeree has advanced $110, now 
selling at $510. Newly-elected members 
are: Douglas Mackay, of Chambers-Far- 
well-Mackay Co; W.C. Willets, mill- 
feed; J. H. Hune, millfeed; John A. 
Lamb, grain; J. A. Canfield, with E. 8S. 
Woodworth & Co; Charles Harvey, 
grain; and F. E. Cole, grain. 

The case of W. W. Eastman vs. the 
water power company has been ap- 
pealed to the state supreme court by 
plaintiff. Eastman claims ownership 
to riparian rights on the west side of 
the river just below the new dam, and 
contends that the construction of the 
dam was a serious damage to his rights. 
‘The case was tried in the district court 
and after a long, tedious trial, a de- 
cision was given the power company, 
the court in very pointed language hold- 
ing that Mr. Eastman’s rights were in 
no manner infringed upon. 

The water in the west side canal was 
shut out Saturday evening per schedule 
and this week only four mills in the 
city arerunning. Twoof these are on 
the east side of the river, a third is sit- 
uated above the emptied canal, while 
the fourth is using steam. The main 
piece of work being done while the 
canal is empty is the installation of a 
long steel draft tube through which 
water from the canal will be carried to 
the water-wheel of the Pillsbury ele- 
vator. Minor repairs are going on at 
other places, particularly in the mills. 
It has been three or four years since 
there was such a general stop, and it is 
being taken advantage of to hunt for 
weak points and to make general re- 
pairs. The time set for getting the 
water back in the canal is Thursday 
morning, but more time than that may 
be cons:med. With the week so near 
ended, some of the mills may not start 
before Monday. 


Since the heavy shortage in the wheat 
crop of the northwest became a positive 
fact, there has been a good deal of gos- 
sip about the effect it would have upon 
the employees of the big elévator com- 
panies which operate hundreds of eleva- 
tors atcountry points. Many of these 
houses will have very little grain to 
handle, particularly after the fall move- 
ment, and it would be economy for the 
companies to close them. Were they to 
do tnis, it would deprive of a livelihood 
a large number of men who serve as 
agents. A small number of these men 
are each year laid off late in the sea- 
son, but this year thecrop is so short 
that a majority of them could be dis- 
pensed with almost from the start, 
Whether this will be done is a mooted 
question. Many of the agents are old 


employees of the companies they serve, 
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The machinery of the new 1,500-bbl 
mill of George C. Christian has been 
operated to some extent during the past 
week and will gee meng Pate ook to grind 
wheat regularly next Monday. Steam 
is its exclusive power and it is the only 
mill of that character in Minneapolis. 

Prices of bags in Minneapolis range 
as follows: 140-lb jute, 74@9%c each, ac- 
cording to quality; 280-1b jute, 14% c; %’s 
bleached cotton, $27.50; \%’s bleached, to 
sew, $40; 4’s bleached cotton, to tie, $41; 
having homes and families where they 
are employed, and it would be a great 
hardship for-them to be deprived of 
their usual positions. 8. D. Cargill, of 
the Cargill Elevator Co., in a news- 
payee interview, has put himself on rec- 
ord as intending to retain his men pret- 
ty generally, whatever the cost. His 
avowal has set other managers to think- 
ing along the same line. It is certain- 
ly commendable of Mr. Cargill to take 
this view of the matter, and if other 
companies can see their way clear to 
follow his policy, their generous action 
will not be underestimated. Of course, 
the conditions spoken of affect local em- 
ployees of elevator companies, grain 
tirms and others and the same prob- 
lem will have to be met as to their re- 
tention.

Dun’s: In four weeks of June Atlantic 
exports of wheat, flour included, have 
been 9,490,000 bus against 8,935,000 in 
1899; corn exports in the same four 
weeks were 11,986,000 against 11,485,000 
bus in 1899. 

Alexander Stewart, one of the "yorer 
elevator managers, places the Nort 
Dakota wheat crop at 20,000,000 and 
would not be surprised to see it amount 
to 30,000,000 bus, counting on good rains 
from this time on. He places the yield 
of Minnesota and the two Dakotas at 
100,000,000 bus as an outside figure. 

G. 8S. Barnes, a farmer and elevator 
man, says the recent rains have greatl 
benefited wheat where it was not al- 
ready absolutely dead, and he now esti- 
mates that North Dakota from present 
prospects will harvest 35,000,000, while 
the average crop is 60,000,000 bus. He 
thinks that the flax crop in that state 
will be close to 15,000,000 bus, compared 
with all former crops of 7,000,000 to 
8,000,000 bus. 

South Dakota government report: Ex- 
cept where too seriously damaged, by 
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the preceding drouth, the condition of 
wheat, barley, oats and rye has im- 
proved, especially in the middle eastern 
and southeastern~sections. While the 
straw generally is still short, it has 
lengthened in most fields. Reports in- 
dicate that, for the state, with favorable 
weather hardly half an average crop of 
wheat may be expected. 

Last week there were heavy rains at 
Brandon and Minto, Man., extending in 
an easterly course as far as Winnipeg. 
The entire wheat section between Bran- 
don and Neher ces Ay ear | the larger 
part of western Manitoba, received a 
drenching. Aninch and a half of rain 
was reported from one station. Cassel- 
ton, N. D., reported a heavy rain, with 
one also at Oberon, Sykeston, Hitter- 
dal and Cheyenne. This territory in- 
cludes Jamestown and Cooperstown 
and embraces a large extent of whea 
territory. Rains were also reported on 
the Great Northern road at Litchfield, 
Marshall, Delano, Yankton and Sioux 
City, at Rutland, Morris, Breckenridge 
and Northwood, and at Hillsboro, Far- 
go, Barnesville, Neche and St. Vincent. 

Snow, the crop expert, says: Last week 
was — unfavorable, and spring 
wheat continues from bad to worse. 
Early-sown grain in North Dakota and 
Northern Minnesota is beyond help, and 
very latest sown rapidly reaching the 
same condtion. Nebraska has declined 
pak hae since June 1. Wisconsin has 
suffered as much. Oregon and Califor- 
nia have gone back 10 points. Winter 
wheat crop promises not to exceed 300,- 
000,000 bus, if it reaches that total. The 
states of Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, IIli- 
nois, Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma 
Texas and Colorado have a bones pre of 
210,000,000 bus, against 205,000,000 bus 
last year. These states produce 70 per 
cent of the winter wheat, and conse- 

uently the total as above stated is not 
likely to exceed 300,000,0v0 bus.

There is another calm after the storm 
which prevailed around the wheat pit 
early last week and stirred both buyer 
and seller of wheat and of flour. Such 
storms in the trade often help, as this 
one did, by the buyers of flour on time 
delivery or who are slow in ordering it 
out, getting scared and for fear of its 
cancellation ask that their purchases 
be forwarded at once. This has been the 
case of late and if the millers who allow 
their salesmen to sell for long shipment 
or for delivery at the buyers’ option, 
will be a little more carefal, the new 
crop year should find the books of all 
the millers in good condition—that is as 
far as old orders are concerned. It is 
bardly necessary to say that prices of 
flour have declined considerably. The 
top price reached on the recent bulge in 
wheat was $5 wood, jobbers’ price, for 
Minneapolis brands, and about $4.50 
bulk here for Chicago patents. Today the 
former are offered at Fe 754.85 and Chi- 
cago spring patents at $3.95@4.05 bulk. 
But sales are very slow. ber opted is 
this true of higher grades. All through 
the flurry in wheat the small amount of 
foreign business was quite noticeable. 
The local millers did practically noth- 
ing. At the present time they are about 
9d to 1s higher than the foreign buyers’ 
ideas. oe 


In this market the buying of flour has 
no doubt been more pronounced since 
wheat showed a weakness than in other 
markets. Several buyers have been 
stocking up and sales of Kansas hard 
wheat flour have been shown considera- 
ble favor. The millers in this state as 
wellas millers grinding Kansas wheat 
are going to be in this market again if 
the present indications prove true. In 
fact, one can see more samples of Kan- 
sas flour in Chicago now than for a long 
time and if it is possible for the value 
of such grades to rule at about 20c to 25c 
per bbl under northern spring grades, the 
sales should be large. Kansas patents 
are held at $3.80@3.90 bulk, as compared 
with the Chicago mills’ northern hard 
spring patents at $3.95@4.05 bulk. Win- 
ter wheat flours are in only fair demand.

Bran in Chicago sold as high as $15.25 
in sacks and as low as $13.75 in bulk 
during the later part of the week. Sat- 
urday the market was brisk with the 
mills holding for $14.75@15.25 jute. The 
sales have been good and one or two of 
the local concerns are not offering to the 
outside trade. For middlings the 
price is $15.50@15.75 jute. 

Under date of June 25 the Blodgett 
Milling Co., Janesville, says in its let- 
ter tothe trade: ‘'We have stated re- 
peatedly in our trade letters that the 
present stock of rye in first hands was 
at a lower eyo than for years. In or- 
der to verify this statement, and also to 
learn something as to the prospects of 
the growing crop, as compared with 
last year, we mailed inquiries to all the 
leading shippers of this cereal in the 
western rye belt. The results of our in- 
quiries were as follows: Fifty per cent 
reply that there is absolutely none 
left in their section, while the remain- 
ing 50 per cent report ‘very little,’ 
‘nearly out,’ ‘less than acar,’ etc. Ten 
vd cent state that the present condi- 

ions promise a larger crop, 45 per cent 
an equal crop, while 23 per cent believe 
there will be three-fourths, and the re- 
maining 22 only one-half the amount 
raised last year. From a careful analy- 
sis of these reports, we are led to be- 
lieve that Wisconsin, at least, promises 
at the ep me time to harvest a crop of 
rye fully equal in quantity and quality 
to that of last year.

WISOONSIN—FOR A MILLERS’ ASSOCIATION 


The question is frequently asked, 
Why does not Wisconsin have a state 
millers’ association? Nearly every state 
where milling is one of. the leading in- 
dustries has an association, and why 
not a millers’ association in Wisconsin? 
BY many, an association of the millers 
of Wisconsin is desired, and from the 
letters which follow, one can form an 
idea of the general sentiment of the 
millers. Years ago an association of 
this state was formed, with the late G. 
J. Jackson of Grand Rapids as presi- 
dent. The meetings were well attended 
and some interest was manifested. 
With a state like Wisconsin an associa- 
tion should be formed and it only re- 
mains with some one to take an interest 
and call a meeting. The letters from 
millers on the question follow: 


The Blodgett Milling Co., Janesville: 
‘tWe are heartily in favor of a Wiscon- 
sin state millers’ association. We can 
see no ill that would result from such 
an organization, and it is possible that 
many good results would follow.” 

H. E. MeEachron Co., Wausau: ‘'We 
favor the idea of jt | a Wisconsin 
state millers’ association, and we 
would be willing to join.” 

Kingholz Bros., Manitowoc: ‘tWe 
heartily appreve of a state millers’ as- 
sociation of Wisconsin. Will join if we 
find its formation right.’ 

The John P. Dousman Milling Co. 
De Pere: ttWe think an association o 
Wisconsin millers would be all right. 
Would be pleased to join if it were gotten 
up.” 

John H. Ebeling, Green Bay: ‘tWe 
believe a national millers’ association 
with all the millers in it would be a 
good thing. I do not know where a 
state millers’ association could be of 
benefit to us more than socially.’’ 

ye eed & Henshaw, Antigo: ‘'Why 
not? e are in favor of it.’’ 

H. H. Pagel, manager Jackson Mill- 
ing Co., Stevens Point: ‘'We think a 
union or association would be all right 
if all the millers in the state would join. 
The manager here would join with the 
consent of our head office. It would be 
a good thing.”’ 

The Jackson Milling Co., Grand Rap- 
ids: ‘tWe think a state millers’ asso- 
ciation would be a good thing, and am 
inclined to think we would join.”’ 

Ford Milling Co., Janesville: ‘'A 
state millers’ association might help us 
some, but we are not familiar enough 
with the workings of other millers’ asso- 
ciations to be able to give an intelligent 
opinion on the matter. We would not 
care to bind ourselves to join an associa- 
tion without looking into the matter 
further. It would seem as though it 
might be made beneficial to the mills of 
the state, but still we do not know.”’ 

F. M. Clark, secretary Yeo & Clark 
Co., La Crosse: ‘tAs we do a local busi- 
ness only do not think we would be in- 
terested in a state organization. Our 
competition comes mostly from Minne- 
sota.”’ 

H. E. Knapp of Knapp, Stout & Co, 
Co., Menomonie: ‘tI am not familiar 
enough with state millers associations to 
express a decided opinion. It does not 
seem as though there would be any 
money in it for the millers—just salary 
for a few officers and a little sociability 
when the association meets. I may be 
entirely wrong.’’ 

Globe Milling Co., Watertown: ‘'We 
do not know whether the interests of 
the state are sufficiently identical with 
those of the southern to insure a suc- 
cessful organization. We would join 
could we be shown that any benefits 
would accrue from such an organiza- 
tion. 


H.C. Burmeister, Randolph: ‘tI think 
it would be a good thing to have an as- 
sociation, and I think 1 would join.”

The demand for flour in this.market is 
very light. The millers claim that the 
buyers will hold off just as long as the 
— unsteady market prevails. Al- 
hough there seems to be no question 
about the stocks of flour in the eastern 
markets being light, the eastern buyer 
is not placing any orders at all. Most 
of the millers say trade is very dull 
and that they are just grinding out ol 
orders and running along on feed. One 
firm which has a representative from its 
mill in the east at present says its man 
reports very light stocks on hand but 
that buyers have no confidence in the 
present market and are not taking hold 
atall. This firm further states that it 
does not expect to see the market 
steady down for some time. The mills 
ran more lightly this week than last, 
the output being 29,900 bbls. One was 
down all the week, one ran half time, 
one three days and the other three on 
full time. The Berger-Anderson mill 
will no doubt increase the output fig- 
ures, commencing with next week. 
There is no export demand in this mar- 
ket. Offers are so low that very few of 
them are accepted. Foreign buyers do 
not seem to think prices should go up, 
and that they ought to be able to buy 
flour just as cheap now as they could 
two months ago.

Two of the Silver Creek concerns would 
not consent to sach a plan and the 
oe ape was accordingly enengee. 

hen one factory was to be at Silver 
Creek. An option on the Eureka works, 
of which L. E. Barbeau is president, 
was acquired after considerable delay 
and the accession of this was thought to 
be the final straw. But it was not. The 
ue held good until a few days ago. 
The final date passed and the purchases 
were not made. So the hopes of a con- 
solidation are forlorn. t is not be- 
lieved that a further effort will be made 
in the same direction. At the present 
time business is ees in the little 
village. The Huntley Mfg. Co. is work- 
ing overtime and is away behind in its 
orders; the Invincible works is behind 
in its orders and the Eureka works is 
having trouble filling orders. Not in 
many years has work among these 
manufacturers been so brisk.

J. Jenks & Co., Harbor Beach: ''The 
advance in wheat has not been followed 
by any demand for flour, as it has been 
too rapid. Feed has advanced 25c per 
ton this week, with an excellent de- 
mand. The growing crop of wheat is 
looking well and promises a fair crop, 
about equal to last year’s.”’ 

Mr. Campbell of the Campbell Fan- 
ning Mill Co., Chatham, Ontario, the 
largest fanning mill manufacturers in 
the Dominion, states that the company 
had fourteen teams out selling mills in 
Manitoba, but the crop outlook was so 
bad that every team has been with- 
drawn, it being impossible to sell mills.

An important change in freight rates 
to the southeast is effective today. The 
change is on the basis of flour in wood 
and in sacks. Rates on sacked flour to 
all points in the southeast are fixed at 
one-half the rate for flour in barrels. 
The reduction was promulgated by the 
association and all roads will offer it. 

For several years the millers of this 
territory have been handicapped be- 
cause wheat could be hauled to the mills 
of the southeast at a relatively lower 
rate than flour, enabling the southeast- 
ern mills to undersell the mills of this 
territory and at the same time take their 
wheat. The change makes a reduction 
of 4c per 100 lbs in sacked flour and 
places wheat and flour on an equal be- 
sis. This should bring trade from the 
southeast, very largely, to the mills 
north of the Ohio river. 


A NEW MILL. 


The Cairo Milling Co. of Cairo, Ill. 
has been incorporated, with a ca ital 
stock of $40,000. The promoters of the 
new mill are John C. Fischer of St.

IMPORTANT DECISION OF GRAIN CASE BY 
THE COURT OF APPEALS OF ENGLAND, 


The Texas Star Flour Mills Co. has 
received a cablegram from the com- 
pany’s attorney in London advising it 
of the final decision in a case which is 
of much interest to the shipping and ex- 
porting trades. It settles, so far as the 
courts of England are concerned, the re- 
sponsibility of an exporter in selling 

oods for ''clearance’’ ~ | a given time, 

n contradistinction with selling for 
**sailing.” 

In May, 1898, during the Leiter deal, 
the Texas Star Flour Mills sold 66,000 
bus of wheat to Thalman, Freres & Co. 
of Havre for May clearance. The Brit- 
ish steamship Highfield, which tuok the 
grain, cleared on May 3s. Very heavy 
rains set in and there was trouble wit 
the ship’s machinery, and she did not 
finish loading until June 2, when she 
put to sea, The ship made a slow voy- 
age, due to a breaking of machinery 
and she did not arrive in Havre until 9 
o’clock on the night of June 30, two 
hours after the custom house had closed. 
The French government had suspended 
the dues on wheat for two months, ex- 
piring on the night of June 30, and this 
wheat had been bought with the expect- 
ation that it would reach Havre before 
the ———. of the dues. As the 
ship did not get there in time, the buy- 
ers of the grain made claim on the sell- 
ers for damages, claiming the clearance 
illegal and void; that the ship could not 
legally clear until all the cargo was 
loaded, and that the ship did not in 
truth clear during the month of May. 

The grain having been sold on London 
contract, the claim of the shippers was 
submitted to arbitration in London. 
The arbitrators decided in favor of the 
sellers, whereupon the buyer apealed to 
the committee on appeals of the London 
Corn Exchange. his committee re- 
versed the decision of the arbitrators 
and ordered that the Texas Star Flour 
Mills pay Thalman, Freres & Co. £11,000 
sterling. The committee refused the re- 
quest of both parties to state the case in 
writing so that the law points might be 
decided. 

The Star mills then appealed to the 
high court of justice, queen’s bench di- 
vision, and that court set aside the 
award and ordered that if the complain- 
ants desired a further hearing they 
should bring the case de novo before 
that tribunal. This was an unusual 
proceeding, as it had been customary in 
cases of that kind for the court to refer 
the matters back to the committee on 
appeals. Thalman, Freres & Co. filed 
suit in the court, and on July 4, 1899, 
Justice Bigham heard the case and de- 
cided in favor of the Star mills. The 
testimony of the customs officials of the 
United States and shipping men showed 
that it was customary to clear vessels 
before they had finished loading. Jus- 
tice Bigham held this practice to be 
legitmate and said it would not be prac- 
ticable to delay the issuance of clear- 
ance papers until every package of car- 

o had been put aboard, and that it was 
egitimate to issue the papers when the 
cargo was alongside the ship ready to 
be loaded. The court, therefore, held 
that the Star mills had complied with 
its contract and ‘'clearance”’ and ‘'sail- 
ings’’ were notsynonymous. Thalman, 
Freres & Co. appealed the case to the 

court of appeals, the highest tribunal in 
England, and yesterday Justice Big- 
ham’s decision was affirmed.

The railroad commission has author- 
ized the Missouri, Kansas & Texas and 
the Fort Worth & Rio Grande railways 
to apply the following: Grain in car- 
loads other than corn and oats in 
straight carloads, minimum weight 
24,000 lbs per car; from all stations on 
the Fort Worth & Rio Grande railway to 
Houston and Galveston, 15c per 100 lbs. 

The flour trade in Havana has taken a 
little spurt since the advance in wheat 
and numerous sales have been made. 
The stocks on hand are at their lowest 
ebb owing to the tariff reduction, al- 
though this is now offset by the in- 
creased rate from Mobile and New Or- 
leans. The rate from this port still re- 
mains the same; 30c per 100 lbs from 
Texas common points. 

It is said the steamship lines plying 
between New Orleans and Galveston 
and Liverpool have their agents in Okla- 
homa, Kansas and Nebraska working 
for business among elevator men and 
wheat shippers. The railroads connect- 
ing the great wheat belt with the Gulf 
are working in conjunction with the 
agents of these lines. Officials of the 
freight departments of the various lines 
running between Missouri river points 
and Chicago, look upon this move with 
fear and trembling. They realize that 
if the great wheat and flour shipments 
go from the big wheat§belt via the Gulf, 
it will take an enormous business from 
the railroads having eastern connec- 
tions at Chicago.

The wheat markets are in the hands 
of the speculators and everywhere in 
the west the operations of the markets 
are against the millers to a degree, = 
pressing’ manufacturing and _ greatly 
curtailing all kinds of trade in flour. 
We shall get no relief from these condi- 
tions until there is a correspondence 
between our wheat prices and those of 
the importing countries. Under the 
most radical statements of the crop de- 
preciation we shall doubtless export 
from our surplus of 1900, 100,000,000 bus 
of wheat. Our largest visible supply 
statements make the total wheat 58,- 
100,000 bus. We can also export that 
quantity and leave the farmers’ reserve, 
whatever that may be. It is overesti- 
mated at 50,000,00u bus. The time must 
soon come when this surplus must be 
sold for export, and that export value 
will control the price from the seaboard 
to the Rocky mountains. There is no 
better settled theory than that. You can 
swap jack-knives on it to your heart’s 
content, but the time will come when 
wheat must be sold at a price that the 
world’s consumers will pay and in com- 
petition with the world’s producers. 

* *

The rapid fluctuations in wheat prices 
during the past two weeks have placed 
the flour market in a most indetermin- 
ate condition. With a part of the trade 
apparently willing to buy and a part 
seemingly afraid of the name of flour 
millers are ready to pause to fin 
out just where they are at. On the 
advance there was rather active selling 
and many millers who were able to ob- 
tain supplies of wheat right oe fol- 
lowed the market with selling right up 
to the top and found purchasers at the 
highest prices. song and through 
neighboring territory buyers after a 
spell of waiting developed a feeling of 
some confidence in the higher values 
and many millers were enabled to sell 
rather freely. The subsequent decline 
in wheat brought about a reaction in 
the flour market, but business con- 
tinued fairly active with some mills 
through all ofthe week, without quoting 
too great a reduction in prices. Mills 
with good eastern connection have been 
selling fairly well in that section all 
along through the past ten days, but 
the drop in the market has had an ex- 
tremely adverse effect on that trade. 
Cables are coming higher but those late 
last week were again out of line. Mill- 
ers were quoting up to 25s to London 
and best bids were 24s and ranging 
lower than that. Some sales were made 
earlier at the top price, 25s 6d. Clears 
are — up to 21s 6d and 22s and a 
good deal was sold during the week. 
A goes many mills in Kansas are down 
or handicapped for want of wheat and 
have been unable to take the rene 
which some of the trade found in the 
present activity of the wheat market; 
some of them considered themselves 
lucky in being out of the marketin so 
flighty a time and some withdrew vol- 
untarily. Values are in a wide range and 
straights are only quotable with $2.10 
for a bottom price and $2.40 for the > 
outside millers being influenced in 
quoting strongly by their opinions on 
the wheat market.

ow bad the wheat was, says: ‘‘I am 
sorry to say thatit is the nearest ap- 
proach to a total failure that it can be 
and I have no hesitation in sayin that 
it is the worst outlook for a crop I have 
ever seen in this country. Thousands 
and thousands of acres of wheat are 
ruined, the plant in nearly all cases 
having headed out.’”’ The government 
crop report does not anticipate more 
than half acrop. The Hon. Mr. David- 
son, of Winnipeg, has given it as his 
opinion that there is not over half acro 
even with the most favorable condi- 
tions for the next month. F. W. 
Thompson, general manager of the Ogil- 
vie Milling Co., takes just about the 
same pessimistic view of the situation. 
Some estimates say that the total — 
in Manitoba will not go beyond 5,000, 
bus, or 10,000,000.bus including the terri- 
tories. Within the week rain has fall- 
en to some extent in many parts of 
Manitoba and this will help conditions 
some, though in most cases it is feared 
that it has come too late. We will not 
have a very heavy crop in Ontario, 
though from all accounts it will be a 
reasonably good one. What the effect 
these conditions will have on price is 
the conundrum of the present. Wheat 
jrices, of course, have improved during 
he month. Both local red and white 
wheat has been — at 75c; goose 
wheat, No 1, 75c; spring wheat, ibe east. 
Manitoba wheat is 3c'to 4c lower at 93c 
Toronto and west, 84c afloat Fort Will- 
iam, 97c grinding in transit and 92c 
Midland. Ontario prices from farmers 
are running from 70c to 75c with deliver- 
ies light.

With the big advance in Chicago, as 
the T. H. Taylor Co, points out in its 
letter, prices for flour have advanced 
rapidly and the demand has been large. 
The Bulletin of the Dominion Millers 
Association says of Ontario flour that 
sales are better and prices in advance 
about 60c a bbl from low points; some 
millers are getting more. Manitoba 
flours are already up 80c a bbl since the 
first of June. In export the same author-

how, and which cannot be acquired, 
though it grows with long experience. 

Then there is wheat which, on a tech- 
nieality, is graded ‘‘rejected.”” The 
country — could do nothing but 
rail against the inspection department 
should he receive an account of sales 
accordingly. Yet the commission man 
may see that the wheat is worth, for 
milling gigoey a No. 1 or 2 price, and 
he gets it, tu the satisfaction of his cus- 
tomer. 

Pitted against the seller of wheat is 
the buyer, and he is a buyer by reason 
of his Lay tere in judging grain. He 
is goin buy fancy and choice wheat 
for ordinary if he can, for by so doing 
he works to the interest of his firm. 
Going on the principle of the natural 
trader, he does not always bid as much 
as he will pay if necessary; in fact, one 
in the trade px itas his opinion that 
not a_car of wheat is sold on the first 
bid. Fortunately for the shipper, how- 
ever, Minneapolis is usually a good 
market for the seller. It is not a ques- 
tion of getting the market price, but of 
getting a premium. The reason for a 

remium on cash wheat over the active 
uture, more than that the mills pay it 
is hard to understand. Why cash w eat 
in October is worth more than the 
December future, or why in January 
cash is more valuable than May, or 
why the actual stuff is now worth a 
premium over September, or again 
why in October next the cash stuff will 
again be worth a premium to the mills 
over December, is all very hard to under- 
stand, yet so it is and will be; and the 
farmer gets a premium for his wheat 
the year round, but isn’t in the 
least thankful. At times when the 
mills are not running heavily and are 
therefore not in the market for large 
amounts, the elevator companies take 
most of the wheat, but the premium 
then passes out of sight. This is not 
because the elevator companies want 
the wheat less, but at a less price. 

The charges connected with selling 
wheat are, commission, lc a bushel; in- 
spection, b5e a car; weighing, 25c a car; 
switching, $1.50 a car. Added to these 
charges there is now a war revenue tax 
of 1c on each $100 in value or part thereof. 

Many changes have taken place in the 
grain business in the last dozen or so 
years. One of the most radical is in the 
capacity or cars. A few years ago 24,000 
ounds, or 400 bushels, was the common 
oad. Now the call is for larger and 
still larger cars, and the capacity of all 
the late ones is 60,000 pounds, or 1,000 
bushels of wheat. Elevator men in- 
struct their country buyers to ship in 
big cars and to insist on getting them. 
The saving to a firm doing a large busi- 
ness is very considerable in the course 
of a year, for it costs no more to inspect, 
switch and weigh 1,000 bushels of grain 
in a large car than 500 bushels in a 
small one. ‘ 

After the wheat has been sold, noth- 
ing further can be done until the state 
has weighed it and issued a certificate 
of weight; but as this is another branch 
of the system, it will be treated under 
the head of weighing. 


CASH WHEAT TRANSACTIONS IN

W. H. Stokes, Watertown (S. D.) Roll- 
er Mills: ‘tNo rain has fallen in our 
section of the country since June 16. 
Notwithstanding this, the crops do not 
> have suffered materially for 
lack of moisture, the very heavy rains 
we received in the middle of the month 
having wet the subsoil thoroughly. 
However, we have had three or four try- 
ing days on the crop, on account of the 
extreme heat, though the last two or 
three days have been more favorable. 
On account of our high altitude, which 
is between 1,700 and 1,800 feet above the 
sea level, we are from a week toten days 
later than some other localities. Conse- 
quently, very little of the wheat is head- 
ed out, and, with one more good rain 
I think that 70 per cent to 75 per cent of 
an average wheat crop will be harvested 
in our county. Of course, all depends 
on the weather. Cool, damp weather 
will give us a fair crop, while the re- 
verse will shorten it. Late flax is a 
nice even stand and doing well; but of 
course it is late and may be caught by 
early frosts. Farmers are slow in mar- 
keting their wheat, holding the most of 
it awaiting the outcome of new crop. 
I had my new rolls and mill all rea 
to start, but was unfortunate through 
carelessness and smashed up ~~ low 
pressure engine in bad shape,which will 
shut us down a week or ten days. De- 
mand for flour from local trade is good 
and a big demand for bran and shorts.’

D: ‘'tTrade in flour and feed has been 
good in the past week. We have had 
no rain yet and prospects for a wheat 
crop are very slim.”

The movement of flour prices this 
week has been a hard one to keep track 
of, while the volume of trade has been 
extremely small and without any of the 
conditions which go to show a settled 
market. Prices have varied from 15c to 
25c over night, and quotations which 
were right at one time of the day were 
wrong at another. The volume of busi- 
ness has been almost entirely in the way 
of re-sales by jobbers and dealers who 
had flour in which there was a profit. 
The prices at which these re-sales were 
made varied according to the nervous- 
ness of the market and of the holder. 
There has been almost no flour bought 
direct from the mills, unless on a refusal, 
where the flour went up so much over 
night as to cause the buyers to take 
hold. The flour side of the Exchange 
has been deserted, and at the busy time 
of the day the members of the flour 
trade would be all over the floor instead 
of around the flour tables. 


* 


Asking quotations from the mils, not 
only on eee wheat flour but on win- 
ter, have been pushed up steadily and 
in most cases held from 10c to 25c above 
the price at which flour was offered for 
re-sale. The buyers have taken hold of 
flour in an extremely conservative 
manner, just enough to get aeons with, 
and not enough to indicate the slightest 
disposition to stock up, as the advance 
in wheat has been looked upon as a 
speculative exaggeration of the damage 
conditions. As an illustration as to 
how wide the range on flour prices have 
been, on the day that the mills were 
asking $5@5.10 for standard flour, it 
was being re-sold for $4.75, and one 

rominent dealer said that he had bid 
mn the market at $4.25, and that he 
thought that he might crpeces f get the 
flour’if the wheat market should break. 
Of course such a bid was simply a 
speculation on the possibilities.

In winter wheat flour the advance has 
not kept pace with the rise in spring 
wheat. Extras No.1 have advanced about 
65c, with possibly some sales at 75c 
above the figures quoted the first part 
of the month. On lower grade goods 
the advance in prices has been from 40c 
to 80c. Straights have been put up 
from 65c to 85c and the outside figures 
on patents were nominally about $1 
higher. Kansas flours have been of- 
fered rather freely at times and more 
freely than flour from other sections.

Another week of high prices has pre- 
vailed with prices advanced still more 
the first few days.

The 
decline in values has not helped the sit- 
uation any, as while the trade had made 
up its mind that perhaps the outlook 
was stronger than was expected and 
that perhaps it would be safe to pay a 
part of the increase asked by the mill- 
ers, the break in values curtailed all 
demand, and the situation at the close 
is, if possible, duller than before. It is 
not a question of price now; the trade 
will not buy at any figure. A number 
of spring wheat millers have withdrawn 
their product from the market and are 
not o pmo | flour at any price. Others 
have placed their figure so high as to 

ractically place them out of the mar- 

et. Spring wheat patents maf are 
nominally quoted at $4.70@5 per bbl, but 
choice patents were offering on Satur- 
day at at $4.50, with little business re- 
ported. A few meer trade patents are 
nominally quoted above $5, but a bid at 
that price would be readily accepted. 
Flours are offering at second hands at 
10c to 15c below the mill price. Winter 
wheat flours are dull with a high range 
of values quoted.

The market for flour has been weak 
and unsettled in sympathy with the 
sharp reaction in wheat. The latter has 
receded several cents from recent top 
prices owing to a growing sentiment 
among speculative operators that the 
damage to the growing crop had been 
overestimated and the effect upon the 
flour trade has been to check all dispo- 
sition to Lay A Manufacturers have re- 
duced their limits and are now quoting 
20c to 30c less than they were asking a 
week a0, but their revised quotations 
are still considerably above the views 
of buyers. Business has been of triflin 
proportions and chiefly in second-han 
stocks, which have been available in 
some cases 25c to 30c under mill limits. 
The market closes in a largely nominal 
condition and is so unsettled that it is 
difficult to quote reliable figures. For 
spring patent $4.75 is the very extreme 
that can be obtained for best goods, 
though many stencils are limited 10c to 
15ec higher. Some choice patent has 
been sold from the mill at $4.60@4.65 and 
ordinary country flours at $4.50. One of 
the local mills, which is running on 
spring wheat, is offering its patent at 
$1.35. Straight and clear are nominal 
at $4.25@4.50 for the former and at $3.10 
(@3.50 for the latter in wood. The west- 
ern winter wheat mills are generally 
unwilling to sell choice straight under 
$4.10@4.15 but some nearby manufac- 
turers have accepted $3.80@3.90 and the 
second-hand stocks have sold at lower 
figures. Patent is neglected and nom- 
inal at $4.15@4.50 as to quality. The 
city mills have reduced prices 20@25c 
and report a very slow trade.

The flour market in this section is 
still very badly demoralized and prices 
range at $4.30@4.50 for patent. There is 
a reasonably fair demand for the higher 
grades, but stocks are lighter than ever 

nown at this season of the year and 
buyers have to beg as well as buy. The 
movement all around is light owing to 
small stocks, some of the mills bein 
absolutely bare of higher grades an 
they have this week been forced to turn 
down a number of orders, because of in- 
ability to buy or borrow flour. There 
is a fair supply of straight and low 
grades, but there is only a moderate de- 
mand for them. Only one mill in this 
city is in operation and that onl 
on half time. The fact that it 
is running only on half time is 
not due so much to there being 
no demand for its output as to its in- 
Lveemer yf to secure wheat at prices which 
would justify the investment. Orders 
coming in are of small size, as dealers 
seem averse to buying in quantities so 
near the new crop. I hardly know how 
to make quotations, as dealers who 
have stock find the trade indisposed to 
respond freely to the figures they de- 
mand. As a rule there is a margin of 
10c to 20c between local and southern 
petet but I find this week that the dif- 
erential has been wiped out and quota- 
tions are aboutin line. The following 
seem to be about the correct figures:

WHEAT. 


It has rained and continued to rain in 
this section and no doubt thousands of 
bushels of wheat has been lost by over- 


flows. The rainy season reached its 
climax Friday — when this city and 
surrounding sections were visited by a 


cloud-burst. An inch of rain fell in 
fifteen minutes and this resulted in 
much damage. 

The wheat market is as dead as can 
be and there is no moveinent worthy of 
mention—not enough to base quotations 
on. One dealer said today that he was 
offered 80c for No. 3 wheat to go south, 
but mills are not bidding this much. 
In fact, they would not pay more than 
75c for local or 77@78c for wheat with 
milling-in-transit privileges. 

The excessive rains have prevented 
threshing and so far not an offer of new 
wheat has been reported for the week. 
Some farmers report their wheat sprout- 
ing in the shock, but I am of the opin- 
ion that they are unnecessarily alarmed 
and the damage has not been as great 
as apprehended; but unless the rain 
ceases soon there will be need of alarm. 

So far no staple prices for new wheat 
have been established and millers are 
holding off and seem not to be anxious 
for farmers to rush their wheat on the 
market, fearing it will not be in a con- 
dition to grind. 

Country correspondents have flooded 
the daily papers with reports of damage 
done the crop by the rains and many re- 
ports of entire crops of wheat, oats and 
corn being washed away in different 
parts of the state have been received. 

Millfeed—Stocks of bran are about 
exhausted, but the demand is still 
sufficient to absorb the output of the 
only mill running, and the price of $16 
per ton is still maintained. 

Corn Goods—The demand for corn- 
meal grows as the supply of corn dimin- 
ishes. The corn mills are all running 
on full time and selling all they can 
gas at ruling prices. The Cumber- 

and Mills corn plant this week has 
turned out upwards of 5,000 tushels of 
i per day, all of which was readily 
sold. 
Bolted meal is quoted at $1.15 per 100 
lbs; pearl, $1.25; grits, $2.60 per bbl. 

Corn—There is a great scarcity and 
mills are paying 50@5lc for western 
corn, being unable to secure Ohio river 
milling grain. 


FROM THE TRADE—NASHVILLE, 


Cumberland Mills: ‘tThere has been 
as good a demand for flour as we could 
expect, considering the excited and un- 
settled condition of the wheat market 
this week. The demand for corn goods 
is exceptionably good and movement 
very active. We are selling the output 
of our mill, which we are running on 
full time. Stocks of patent flour are 
very light.”’ 

Liberty Mills: ‘'We are running only 
one of our plants on half time, and ex- 
perience some difficulty in securin 
enough wheat to do this. The deman 
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is wholly confined to the higher grades 
and even such orders as: come in for 
these areof the smaller class. Stocks 


in the southeast are light, but the trade 
is not taking hold with much interest. 
There is a good supply of low grades, 
but practically no demand, and we 
do not look for much reaction until 
after the new crop. The demand for 
corn goods is very good and we are 
selling all we can make.”’ 


EQUALIZATION OF RATES, 


The Southeastern and Mississippi 
Valley associations have changed the 
tariff rates on sacked flour to common 
and —s points in the southeastern 
and Mississippi valley territories to 
become effective July 2, making the 
rate on this class 13c per 100 lbs—one- 
half of the barrel rate of 26c. The rate 
on sacked flour has heretofore been 17c 

er 100 lbs, proportionately greater than 
he barrel rate and this change is merely 
in effect an equalization of the tariff. 


JUNE CROPS. 


The June crop report will be issued by 
the state commissioner of agriculture. 
July 2. This will show a much more 
satisfactory condition of affairs than 
probably now exists, for the reason that 
reports sent in were made up June 20 
and much damage has resulted since 
that date, in the flooding and washing 
away of wheat in the shocks and the in- 
undation of corn fields along the river 
bottoms. This report shows that the 
condition of corn has dropped 9 per cent 
and cotton 11 since the May report. Fol- 
lowing are the averages of various crops 
in Tennessee: 

Cotton acreage, 99; cotton, condition, 
66; wheat, condition, 76; pte condi- 
tion, 83; oats, condition ; clover, con- 
dition, 74; millet condition, 83; stock 
peas, acreage, 87; corn, acreage, 98;

Prices are much higher all around 
than a week ago, though America still 
keeps a bit ahead of prices obtainable 
here. Thus, yesterday, a leading brand 
of Minnesota patent was quoted at 27s 
c. i. f. from the mill, while it was being 
sold on the spot here at 24s. Another 
flour of a similar grade was sold at 23s 
6d, and I learn there was a sale of the 
first-named flour for August-September 
by a speculator at 23s. prices remain 
at about the same level as they are to- 
day, I think there will be considerable 
tribulation among short sellers, but 
they have not lost their nerve yet as 
the sale at 23s,namely 4s under the 
mill’s c. i. f. price will sufficiently in- 
dicate. 

The discrepancy between the c. i. f. 
prices asked by millers and the prices 
at which flour is selling here, which has 
been so considerable for a long time 
back, has become greater than ever 
since the recent advance, though deal- 
ers on the Exchange are now beginning 
to talk of acrop of 500,000,000 bus for the 
United States as quite among the possi- 
bilities. The large stocks and supplies 
on passage will have to be worked down, 
however, before prices here can be 
brought in line with American quota- 
tions. 

In the wheat market there has only 
been an advance of about 2% per cental 
during the week. June wheat closed in 
the London option market yesterday at 
6s 44d, against 6s 1%d a week ago, and 
December closed 68 74d, against 6s 4%d 
a week ago. The contracts registered 
amounted to 561,600 centals. 

On the Baltic the sellers of wheat tried 
to get an advance of 1s per qr on the 
strength of the American market but 
actual transactions only showed an ad- 
vance of 3d to 6d for the day. Sales of 
Argentine wheat cargoes were made at 
27s and 28s yesterday according to qual- 
ity. The highest price is 9d over the 
highest price made for Argentine wheat 
a week ago. A shipment of 14,000 qrs of 
Californian wheat changed hands at 30s

As long, however, as English mill flour 
advances so slowly American flour is 
unable to compete or advance more 
quickly.”

John Jackson & Co., June 19: ‘'We 
have experienced an active market for 
flour during the past week, and today

still continues, and ship-owners are un- 
able to proceed with the discharge of 
their ne steamers, some of 
which have been in port from two to 
three weeks. The labor war is said to 
be spreading and the Docker leaders 
are understood to be formulating new 
demands. On the London market wheat 
is held from 2s to 3s advance, but mill- 
ers are not at present to any appreciable 
extent, rising to the occasion.” 


ROTTERDAM. 


Altona Bros., June 19: ‘tThe weather 
here continues favorable for the grow- 
ing crops. Of course if the damage to 
the crops in the northwest is confirmed 
we may see a higher level of prices, as 
the stocks of wheat and of flour of 
good quality, are not by any means 
considerable. As the powers are actin 
in concert the danger of further compli- 
cations through China seems unlikely. 
Money is easier. It is difficult to sell 
wheat and only small parcels have 
changed hands. If the firmness in the 
United States continues much business 
is ee Very large stocks of flour, 
principally of inferior clears, restrict 
new business very much, and we ex- 
pect a better business as soon as the 
stocks have been cleared off.”’ 


BREMEN. 


J.D. Barth, June 22: ‘tThe weather 
has continued favorable for the fields in 
Germany and the prospects of the crop 
in Russia have improved. For near 
shipment of rye unreasonable prices 
have been asked and the quantities 
offered were small, but offers for autumn 
shipment up to October-November led 
to several coritracts from the south of 
Russia. Business in barley is not very 
active, but a satisfactory inquiry pre- 
vails for stocks on hand and near ship- 
ment, which can only be satisfied by 
accepting the full prices asked. Russia 
offers very little for near shipment and 
asks — far out of line, which will 
not admit of purchase. In spite of the 
better crop prospects offers for the au- 
tumn were very scarce this week and 
higher, but they had little attention 
from importers, as little interest was 
shown from the interior to buy, and, 
therefore, only a few contracts have been 
heard of as having been closed with the 
south of Russia. For mixed corn the 
prices are influenced on account of the 
advance in America and are still rising. 
The sales continue to be very good here 
but a lot of offers are coming in, so that 
prices for stocks on hand with a firm 
tendency did not undergo any noticea- 
ble changes. Offers for near shipment 
did not meet with such a good sale as 
hitherto, more attention being paid to 
later shipments and some sales have 
been made for July, August, September 
and October oe ny by accepting the 
full prices asked, but these sales were 
not of any importance. Oats are in qui- 
et demand at prices asked last. he 
foreign quotations were as a rule too 
high, giving no inducement to buy, 
America particularly advancing prices 
considerably. A good demand contin- 
ues for feedingstuffs, but offers are scarce 
and millfeed is hardly offered at all. 
Exporters have become tired of makin 
offers as the prices asked do not fin 
buyers. The demand for flour is a little 
better but the prices asked by the mills 
do not admit of business.”’ 


THE MONEY MARKET—JUNE 20. 


As indicated in the London money 
market report last week, the Bank of 
Epgland rate has been reduced from 3% 
to 3 per cent. There has also been a 
trifling decline during the week in the 
rates of discount on bank bills, though 
trade bills are unchanged. The de- 
cline in consols, which has amounted to 
about three-quarters of one per cent dur- 
ing the week, is attributed not so much 
to a fear of trouble in China as to trans- 
actions of certain parties who are sup- 
posed to be selling consols as a sort of 
a hedge against their other financial 
transactions. At the same time the 


news from China the past two or three 
days has been most grave and has had 
its effect on the stock exchange, where 
business is generally very quiet and 
ane lower. The report telegraphed 
ere yesterday by Mr. Snow that the 
wheat nig of Dakota will not be over 
30,000,000 bus compared with 80,000, 
a roe ago, is taken to mean that there 
will be a great decrease in the traflic re- 
ceipts of the northwestern railways. In 
view of the apparent disinclination of 
the public to enter into stock exchange 
speculations, good 3 per cent issues are 
being largely over-subscribed for. Thus 
it is’ofticially announced that the appli- 
cations received for 3 per cent London 
county consolidated stock amounted to 
£27,831,380, which is over five times th 
amount of the issue.

Flour is too unsettled for business. 
Sharply higher prices would cause a 
stampede for the stuff at this juncture, 
since stocks are light and pretty gener- 
ally appropriated, while a further de- 
cline might serve to bring in the con- 
servative buyers, but with markets see- 
sawing violently daily, the trade is look- 
ing as goggle-eyed as a crab and does 
not know whether it is afoot or horse- 
back. Fewif any in this market got 
the full benefit of the advance; on the 
contrary, it is believed that there are 
those who paid dearly for having been 
so hasty in the matter of selling. Any: 
thing to hold customers and foil compet- 
itors has been the aim, and the result is 
that everybody but the consumer has 
felt like kicking himself. The sharp 
break in wheat has made the remorse 
less acute and more bearable, but it has 
not restored the lost opportunity and it 
never will. There was a little buying 
early on the quiet of spot offerings un- 
der the market by those who would not 
touch flour at the bottom and who had 
begun to see some reason for the raise, 
but there has been no chance whatever 
to make sales based on the ruling cost 
of wheat, either before or since the de- 
cline. Asa matter of fact, mill prices 
are still far above the views of buyers, 
particularly in the case of springs, and 
until supplies are exhausted or values 
are materially higher or lower, business 
will be out of the question. Quotations, 
therefore, refer exclusively to what the 
staff will bring and not to what is be- 
ing asked for it. City mills report trade 
dull, especially foreign, and a weekly 
output of — about 5,000 bbls, due to 
two of their plants being down for an- 
nual repairs.

The mills were fair buyers of wheat 
last week, and received 44,000 bus at 
their elevators. Wheat receipts show a 
large falling off, owing to the country 
shippers holding, waiting for higher 
prices. Receipts last week amounted 
to only 445,986 bus, compared with 922,- 
272 a week earlier, and 1,608,507 a year 
ago. Eastern millers were good bid- 
ders for wheat here and _ shippers 
worked considerable for shipment. 
Shipments of wheat were 672,817 bus, 
against 470,969 the week previous, and 

,000 a year ago. Wheat in local ele- 
vators June 30 amounted to 12,151,188 
bus, against 12,413,872 for the week pre- 
vious, and 7,486,954 for the correspond- 
ing week in 1899. The wheat market 
deciined chiefly on general rains in the 
northwest and lower cables. Prices 
are 7%c lower than a week ago. The 
rapid fluctuations of the market are the 
largest since the Leiter deal two years 
ago.

Exporters 
bought freely around the top of the mar- 
ket, and in two or three days got enough 
wheat to cover the requirements of most 
of the ships which will be due within 
the next sixty days and which had not 
already been provided for. Last Satur- 
day’s close at 88c in Chicago, elevated 
the farmers limits, however, to such an 
extent that the exporters generally re- 
tired and the market has been ‘'‘drift- 
ing’’ since, with most of the attention 
centered on ships, which have been fol- 
lowing wheat in its skyward flight.

Ocean freights touched high mark for 
the season, and in fact for several sea- 
sons, when the British ship Deccan was 
chartered ge oa to load wheat at 
Portland for the United Kingdom, or- 
ders, at 45s per ton of 2,240 lbs. This is 
the highest rate that has been paid for 
a similar cargo since 1893, and is practi- 
cally 29c per bu, for a vessel which will 
carry 100,000 bus. Since this rate was 
touched in 1893, freights declined as low 
as 17s 6d, in 1897, or nearly 18c per bu 
under the rates paid now. With 45s 
paid for nearby tonnage, fixtures have 
been made at 43s 9d, way into Novem- 
ber, and one adventurous speculator is 
reported to have taken a 5, ton carrier 
for February 1901, loading at 38s 9d, a 
remarkable high rate for such a long 
shot and large ship. The freight situa- 
tion is very strong, with no nearby ton- 
nage obtainable, and very little to be 
secured this side of 1901.

The temptation 
to skimp in the thickness is strong and 
coopers meng to deal with factories 
making their staves by the old standard. 

The machine schedule in force in Min- 
neapolis is as follows, by the piece: 
Settting up, 45c per 100 barrels; tress- 
ing, 9%c; tapping out 45c; firing, 23c; 
working off, 9%c; windlassing, 9c. Ex- 
tra help is em loyed by the shop in 
getting material, tress hoops and bar- 
rels to the different operatives. Men 
mostly compose the forces, the few boys 
employed being quite old. 

There was a slight increase in barrel 
sales last week, and the number com- 
pared favorably with the average in 
other years. welve thousand more 
barrels were made than sold. The pres- 
ent week will be a light one. Only 
three Minneapolis mills will be in 
operation up to Thursday at least, and

Pittsburg, Pa.—Coopering is brisk and 
enough beer workers cannot be secured. 
Four tight shops have agreed to use 
the union stamp; the American Brew- 
ing Co. will use only union-made kegs. 
The brewing syndicate is installing 
machinery to make its own work. 

Toledo, Ohio—Slack barrel trade poor. 

Sioux vity, Iowa—Work good and out- 
look favorable. Three butter-tub coop- 
ers wanted. 

Chicago—Coopering fairly good. Ap- 
ple-barrel trade promises to give more 
than the usual employment. 

Kansas City, Kansas—The coopers are 
having some trouble with the brewery 
workers over the operation of hoop-driv- 
ing machines in the breweries. The 
workers are claiming this work on the 
strength of the decision reached at the 
Detroit convention of the A. F. of L. 
which declares that driving hoops in 
the wash house is believed to be work 
that should come under the jurisdic- 
tion of the organized brewery workers. 

Detroit—Strike of flour barrel coopers 
is still on and the strikers ask for con- 
tributions from other unions. 

All the strikers at Cedar Rapids have 
found employment elsewhere and the 
fight has now resolved itself into a boy- 
cott against the products of the Ameri- 
can Cereal Co. 

The strike in Chicago against Burk- 
hardsmeyer Bros. may result in a boy- 
cott. 

Springfield, Ohio—Trouble with the 
Charles Wunderlick Cooperage Co., un- 
settled. Mr. Wunderlick is engaged in 
breaking in non-union help. 

Freeburg, Ill.—An advance of lc per 
barrel has been allowed coopers for 
working poor stock. 

Rochester, N. Y.—The long existing 
difficulty with the Skuse shop may be 
settled. 

S Peoria, I11.—The bottom has fallen out 
of business, leaving many slack-barrel 
coopers out of work. 

Hutchinson, Kansas—Business_ is 
brisk, with a 20 per cent advance in 
wages in sight. 


Government report: Apples are drop- 
ping badly throughout the middle At- 
lantic states and central valleys, al- 
though in some portions of these dis- 
tricts there still remains an abundance 
of fruit on the trees. In New York 
Pennsylvania and New England a good 
crop is promised. Among the individu- 
alreports are these: Missouri, dropping 
and light crop in prospect; Illinois, 
dropping badly and outlook unfavor- 
able; Indiana, drop ing but a ws 
crop is promised; Ohio, Ag oe ad- 
ly in some parts, but fair to good else- 
where; Michigan, dropping considera- 
bly; lowa condition bas declined in 
southern districts. 


The Coopers International Journal 
gives notice that the Coopers Interna- 
tional Union will hold its annual con- 
vention in Boston, beginning Oct. 8. 
Each local unionis entitled to one del- 
egate for each fifty members and one 
delegate for each majority fraction 
of fifty members. A delegate to be 
eligible must have been an active 
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cooper, working at the trade at least 
three months prior to his election. 
Local unions pay the expenses of their 
own delegates.

The feed emmana is 
po pg as hay and oats are -a 
failure. Wheat does not promise over 
half crop in this vicinity.” f 


f L. Greenleaf, Florence Mill Cox, 
Minneapolis: ‘'Trade continues very 
dull.. Our sales have been domestic 
and confined to customers entirely out 
of flour and who buy as small an 
amount as possible. We expect an un- 
satisfactory condition in e milling 
business until the wild speculation in 
wheat is over and values of actual 
wheat are determined by supply and de- 
a ae , instead being controlled by 
‘wind. 


Red Lake Falls (Minn.) Milling Co: 
‘t Flour orders have come in very freely. 
We are ten days behind our orders, and 
trying hard to get caught up. Local 
trade takes all the feed we make. Par- 
ties who have recently traveled in 
North and South Dakota and Minnesota 
tell us that the growing crop looks the 
best in our vicinity that they have seen. 
Present indications are that wheat will 
go from four to fourteen bushels. It is 
very uneven.”’ 

T. J. Bloom & Son, New Madison, 
Ohio: ‘tAt present we are shut down 
making repairs on our engine and wil 
be idle ten days to two weeks. The re- 
cent advance in wheat may have been 
too sharp, although with the very poor 
prospect ahead, it is hardly any wonder 
about the wild market. hrough this 
section and in most of the counties of 
Ohio, there is no wheat; therefore we 
shall be obliged to look to the west for 
our wants, and we have made purchases 
of red western wheat, which will be 
coming forward very shortly.’’ 


Benjamin Gerlach, La Grange Mills 
Red Wing, Minn., July 1: ‘tBuyers o 
flour do not take kindly to the advanced 
prices we are compelled to ask, and our 
sales for some time past have been ex- 
fe mayne x light. Itis utterly impossi- 
ble to sell anything for export, and un- 
less wheat should decline very mate- 
rially, it will be some time, in our opin- 
ion, before we will be able to interest 
buyers on the other side. Inthe mean- 
time competition for domestic trade 
will be very keen, and the prevailing 
fashion of ‘keeping the mill running’ 
at all hazards will doubtless keep the 
profits on what sales are made down to 
a point where they will not prove bur- 
densome to the miller. We look for 
from 50 to 60 per cent of an average 
crop of wheatin this vicinity. Condi- 
tions vary materially in different parts 
of Goodhue county, farmers in some of 
the favored sections expecting as good 
a crop as they raised last year, or even 
better, while in other localities the 
yield will undoubtedly be very light. 
Quality ought to be excellent, if rains 
are not too heavy between now and har- 
vest.’
